After  tieing  pre-season  favorite  Bethany 
Christian  in  the  following  game,  certainly  not  the  team. 

But  wait! 

Yes,  the  team  did  plan  to  beat  Argos,  for  the  first 
time  ever,  in  the  Regional  Championship.  It  did  plan 
to  continue  all  the  way  to  the  title  game  of  the 
State  Championship  Finals,  to  send  four  players  to  the 
All -Conference  team,  and  to  wind  up  the  season  with 
the  most  wins  ever  for  a  La  Lumiere  Soccer  team. 


Sure,  it  is  inex¬ 
plicable  how  a  bunch  of  hard 
working  soccer  fanatics, 
led  by  a  solid  core  of 
enthusistic  seniors  and 
coaches,  achieved  such  a 
level  of  greatness.
